WASHINGTON. April 7.— The curtain 


was rung down on the most interesting 
scenes of the Pollard-Breckinridge 
ease Friday when the last evidence was 
submitted to the jury. 
It was a sort 


ot clearing-up day, like the-lastactin a 
play when reconciliations are in order. 
The session of the circuit court differed 
from the drama's conclusion only in 
the absence of an adjustment o* the 
difference of the principal actors. That 
will be left to the jury. 


Col. 
Hreckinridge was the last wit- 


ness of the trial. 
Like Miss Pollard, 


who had preceded him, he denied pret- 
tv much everything S!IQ and her wit- 
nesses had said, just as she most em- 
phatically denied nil his leading state- 
ments and those put forward on his be- 
half. 


The plaintiff's attorneys.Mr.Calderon 


Carlisle and Jlr. .Tohuson took the stand 
and testified that there was no truth in 
the inference put forward by the defense 
that one or the other-of them or the 
plaintiff had slipped a Christmas card 
of Miss Pollard's into a book at the 
Ivorwood Foundling' asy him to strength- 
en her claim that she had been there 
in her confinement, and "there was 
more testimony about the baby born 
in Washington on February 3, 1SSS, to 
Miss Pollard, or "ilrs. Hall," as,she 
called herself, and which died two 
months later at the Washington Found- 
ling asylum.

the morning- session, when old Aunt 
Tvlary, the colored midwife, who at- 
tended "Jlrs. Hall," said she had never 
seen "Mr. Hall" until that moment,

17 LONDON, April 7.—The Times says a 
deputation of colonial agents-general, 
headed by Sir Charles Tupper, the 
Canadian high commissioner, waited 
upon Prime Minister Rosebery and the 
Marquis of Kipon, colonial-secretary, to 
urge that a. subsidy be granted t or a 
trans-Pacific mail service. 'The deputa- 
tion also urged that the imperial gov- 
ernment guarantee the interest' on the 
coast of a Pacific cable, and remove the 
obstacles which prevent 'British self- 
governing colonies from. ..concluding 
preferential trade relations with each 
other.

CHICAGO, April 7.—An attempt was

WASHINGTON,' April 7.—A plan to 


utilize ?50,OOD,000 of American silver 
yearly and to facilitate our trade rela- 
tions with China is what Senator 'Wol- 
cott's resolution, considered in the 
senate Friday, may justly be called. It 
authorizes the president 60 confer with 
the Mexican government in order to 
obtain permission from that govern- 
ment to coin Mexican standard dollars 
in the United States mints. 
The 


seigniorage from the coiuage of these 
dollars Mr. Wolcott would have paid to 
Mexico. 
Senators Teller, Dubois and Lodge 


favored Mr. Wolcott's resolution Fri- 
day iu earnest speeches, explaining 
that the currency question would not 
be affected in any manner should the 
resolution'be adopted. 


The new treaty witli China, now 


pending before the senate, has in view 
an increase of our trade with thatcoun- 
trj'. ' China sells to Great Britain a 
great deal more than she buys, and to 
pay for teas and silks, which form the 
chief part of China's export, English 
merchants procure Mexican standard 
silver dollars. The demand for these 
dollars has been so great of late that a 
premuun has had to be paid for them 
in England. 


If the trade of the United States with 


China grows to the proportions ex- 
pected under the new treaty, there will 
be th.e same necessity in the United 
States as now exists in Europe for pro- 
curing Mexican standard dollars for 
our Chinese imports. Senator Wolcott's 
proposition, therefore,*is timsly, and it 
is not surprising that it should receive 
the endorsement from senators repre- 
senting such widely different constitu- 
encies as these of Massachusetts and 
Colorado.

NEW YORK, April 7.—Angelo Delnoce. 


indicted for counterfeiting at his place 
on Staten island a large issue of bank- 
notes of large denomination, has been 
convicted of the crime in the United 
States circuit court. 
Delnoce was at 


one time the leading engraver in 
the mint of the Argentine Repub- 
lic. 
He had some trouble with the

MGLASSES AND PETROLEUM.

The Blarney stone, which was kissed 


by thousands at the World's 
fair,

About all the molasses which comes 


from Cuba to the United States is 
brought in the same tanks in steam- 
•hlpa that are used to carry petroleum 
as a return cargo, says the Sew York 
Tribune- The ships' tanks are about 
sixteen feet deep and have a neck 
•even feet deep. 
They are pumped 


full of oil at Brooklyn or Philadelphia, 
then taken to Havana, and the -oil is 
pumped out into the tanks of the re- 
fining plant* there. 
Molasses is 


brought from the interior of the 
island Jn huge hogsheads, which are 
emptied into the storage tanks. A 
suction 
pump drawing about ten 


thousand gallons an _ hour fills each 
chip's tanks to within about two feet 
of the top, that amount of space being 
required for the expansion of the 
molasses. It might be supposed that 
the petroleum would have a bad effect 
on the molasses, but it has been shown 
that the contrary is the case, and as 
nearly one-half the importation is 
made into rum and the balance re- 
fined into sugar a little oil is not of 
much account. The tanks are cleaned 
after the molasses has been pumped 
out by turning in.a powerful steam jet, 
which washes down the sides and 
liquefies whatever molasses may be 
left in the bottom of the tank, and the 
suction pnmp finishes the work. 


A cargo of molasses, which formerly 


required ten or .twelve days, can now 
be unloaded in forty-eight hours, while 
the difference in the cost of handling, 
to say nothing of the saving of time, 
amounts to a large sum. 


The first attempt at handling mo- 


lasses in bulk was made by the brig 
Novelty in 1877.' .She was fitted with 
a lining and her whole hold was used 
without partitions. She made several 
trips between Mfctanzas and Boston, 
but was not successful as a dividend 
earner. Since the present system of 
dividing a vessel's hold into tanks was 
devised and put in practice on steam- 
ers the profits of the trade and the 
steamship companies have largely in- 
creased.

Peters lanced him he seemed to enjoy 
it, for he turned over and died easily." 


It seems to be agreed among all 


whalers that no fight ever seen eqnals 
the awful combats which these 
monsters wage against one another 
with unflagging ferocity. The orca ia 
the only grampus or warm-blooded an- 
imal of the ocean that constantly preys 
upon warm-blooded creatures of his 
own kind, preferably the whale, the 
largest of bis'species. The orca's hab- 
its are predatory and his strength and 
ferocity are remarkable. 


"The orcas often travel .with sword- 


fish," said Capt- Thompson, an old 
whaler, "and I have sometimes seen 
whole school in combat with four or 
five orcas and a few swordfish. When 
tbe sword fish get under a whale and 
the orcae commence to tear his under 
lip and tongue, which are choice 
mor- 


sels for them, he seems to know his 
days are numbered. 1 don't know how 
long a whale can live after these sav- 
age creatures attack him, but our 
crews have found several carcasses o: 
whales which had bled to death from 
the wounds thus inflicted by their ene- 
mies. I have also seen brokeu-uackec 
orcas which had been struck by a 
whale's flukes."

active and trustworthy, earnest to 
do good and make others good, full 
of wise common sense, and of great 
business capacity. ''He had Abra- 
ham's dignity and capacity, Isaac's 
purity and self-devotion, Jacob's clev- 
erness and tenacity." He seems to 
have been handsome, strong, vigorous 
and attractive, a gentle, noble boy.

Hundreds who, even 
a year ago, turned up their hypercrit- 
ical noses at tho mere mention of bi- 
cycling are joining the great spring 
army of recruits. March which, in this 
latitude, came in like ;tlamb scattered 
the genus of cyclomania along the 
avenues rind boulevards; in the houses 
of the well-to-do aud the poor. For- 
tunately, the disease is not a danger- 
ous one. i After !i few falls the victim 
either learns to enjoy the epidemic, 
and does his best to spread it, or he is 
completely cured. Chicago is an ideal 
city for cyclists. It has scores of miles 
of hirfhty improved boulevards — as 
level almost as the door of a dance 
hall. There is not even the snggesti m 
of a hill anywhere within the limits of 
the city. Thus wheeling which, in 
some places, means hard work is re- 
duced to a recreation pure and simple 
—a statement which is most conclusive- 
ly proved by the fact that, with the 
exception of Paris, no other city in the 
world has so main' lady riders as Chi- 
cago. American women are not partial 
to violent physical exercise, and the 
popularity of the wheel here, in Buffa- 
lo, K. Y., Washington and other points 
must bo ascribed to the excellence of 
the streets more than to love of whole- 
some sport. But, whatever may be 
the cause, there is no man with a grain 
of sense who is not delighted to know 
that wheeling has developed into a 
favorite pastime with women of intel- 
ligence and good common sense.

As to details, 
the hearings of the past have shown 
chiefly what duties those engaged in 
the protected industries desired, while 
the main evidence which they havt 
brought forward in justification oi 
their demands has consisted of lengthy 
comparisons of the ra*e of wages in 
European countries and in the United 
States, without any reference to the 
relative efficiency of labor in the two. 


If it were desired really to secure 


trustworthy and solid information as 
to ,the expediency of the 
different 


rates of duty, it would be necessary to 
have something more than this sort 
of vague and ex-parte testimony. Men 
interested in protective industries are 
inevitably tempted to exaggerate their 
need of duties, and, indeed, will often 
honestly think that tlieir business re- 
quires a greater degree of protection 
than in fact there is any occasion for. 
It is an open secret, too, that they will 
sometimes intentionally ask for more 
than they expect to get, so as to leave 
some room for apparent concessian- 
In the hearings held when the repub- 
lican senate bill of 1SS8 was prepared, 
and at those which preceded the Mc- 
Kinley act of 1SOO, this diplomatic pol- 
icy was followed with unexpected re- 
sults.

not be said of all the trees that line 
the, streets of Portsmouth. Xot less 
,han one-half of them should be cut 
(own, and be replaced by new and 
lealthy ones. They have had no care, 
and have grown up like street gamins 
and waifs,'whom nobody owns. There 
is much ignorance about the growth 
and care of trees. Some cut off the 
tops Of the trees, which is next to the 
worst thing that can possibly be done 
to them, and that is to brick the pave- 
ment up solidly to the boles of the 
trees. '\Yheii trimming shade trees, 
cut off the lower branches only and 
thus imitate nature in the forests, 
where' trees reach the perfection of 
beauty- 
It is only the tornado or the 


lightning that violently wrenches the 
tops off of trees, and their example 
man should-:never follow. We shall 
have to become' pesonal here and refer 
to the beautiful trees that surround 
the home of Dr. Kline. Re did not 
"scalp" his maples nor lay paving 
stone against the trunks of his trees, 
but gave them ample room to grow 
and to drink .in plenty of water. To 
flourish, trees most have floods of

The pepper and 
eucalyptus trees Of California are not 
nearly so beautiful ds our elms and ma- 
ples. They stiffly line the streets of 
cities, but do not, artistically, lean 
over and arch the shady avenues as 
ours do. The sub-tropical live oaks 
and cedars lack the grandeur of our 
oaks and poplars. The far-famed ;mag- 
nolia and palm trees are easily over- 
matched when compared with the for- 
est trees that grow upon our native | 
hills. Their woody fiber is as soft as a 
reed, while ours ;s as hard as bands of 
iteel. It was our own tough hickory, 
ijrht and strong, without a precedent 
u vegetable growth, that made it pos- 
sible for Nancy Hanks to outspeeci thn 
winds, attached to a vehicle of this 
wood. 


It is not so much an object of this 


article to lead men and xvomen to ap- 
pieL-iate trees in the forests as it is to 
p'ant them before their doors and 
throughout their grounds. 
If this 


thing can be accomplished, this article 
will not have been written in vain.

Intended, originally, as a 
local institution, it was comprised 
mainly of actors, and was confined for 
many years to New York city. 
Its 


grand purpose and noble aims spread 
abroad its fame and its growth has 
been something marvelous. It was des- 
tined from its inception to .grow, and 
the most sanguine anticipations of its 
founders have long since been sur- 
passed. 
Its somewhat romantic origin 


gives it yet a romance and interest to 
be found in no other order, although it 
has not only outgrown its'original pur- 
pose, but the limitations of member- 
ship have extended,-until now literally 
"the best people on earth" of all pro- 
fessions and lines of business are en- 
rolled in its membership books.

The most vulnerable part of a vault 


now is the edge of the dc-jr. It is al- 
most impossible to obtain an absolute- 
:y tight joint, one which will be im- 
pervious to liquid explosives. The old 
method of attack was by powder blown 
ntothe crack of the vault door. As 
the construction of these doors became 
more perfect .this was made impracti- 
cable. 
Then, says the Washington 


Star, the burglar turned his attention 
to other explosives and to-day he nses 
nitroglycerine. Nitroglycerine when 
warm rnns as freely as water. 
If the 


crack of a door is not absolutely tight 
the nitroglycerine will find some small 
lodging place in it. When exploded it 
rips off the door, tears off its outer lay- 
ers or opens a space where a larger 
charge of explosive can be used. If the 
joint is too well fitted to permit the 
use of nitroglycerine and the vault is 
in an isolated place where powerful 
explosives can 
be 
used, dynamite 


is laid against a weak 
spot and 


well tc:ap;;d. 
I ts explosion 
either 


makes an opening or weakens the 
walls or iloor so 
thnt 
tools 
or 


other explosives can be used to ad- 
vantage. 
With a guarantee of com- 


parative freedom for operation a set of 
burglars can enter a modern vault in 
one to eight hours. 
The shortest 


process is usually by the use of ex- 
plosives, and it has been found that 
the high explosives are singularly 
local in effect and produce vevy little 
sound. 
Hammer and sledge are often 


used, though burglars prefer boring, 
with the use of a blow pipe to draw 
the temper of the steel attacked. 
But 


the modern construction renders this 
sometimes extremely difficult because 
of the high conductivity of iron and 
the close contact of the cold steel 
adjacent. 
Burglars seldom attempt to 


make holes of more than an inch in 
diameter, and tho. heat from the small 
flame which can be introduced through 
such a hole is quickly 
dissipated. 


Sometimes the burglar bores through 
the soft metal and breaks the inter- 
vening sheets of hard metal with the 
blows of a hammer, removing 
the 


metal piecemeal. It is estimated that 
an expert with finely tempered tools 
will work through an inch of a vault 
will in an hour. 
It sometimes hap- 


pens, though, that an expert burglar 
abandons a job after penetrating the 
outer 'aver of steel because his poorly 
tempered tools were all dulled in the 
attempt.

The senate is not only more digni- 


fied, more awe-inspiring and more pre- 
tentious than the house, blit it is also 
more extravagant. The employes of 
the senate receive better salaries than 
the employes of the house. The sen- 
ate has proportionately a great many 
more employes than are allotted to the 
house. The eighty-eight senators em- 
ploye forty-five messengers, and the 
three hundred and fifty-six representa- 
tives only fifty-one. The ratio is fully us 
great as to other employes. The duties 
of the house employes are, therefore, 
far more more arduous than those of 
the employes in the senate. 
They 


work six days a week, while the senate 
employes work only four, and get near- 
ly twenty-five per cent, more salary. 
The sergeant-at-arms of the house cer-- 
tainly has more work to keep the ac- 
counts of 'the three hundred and fifty- 
six members than the sergeant-at-arms 
of the senate to keep the accounts of 
the eighty-eight senators. And still he 
gets far less pay. The senate usually 
adjourns ou Thursday over to Monday. 
The house remains in session through- 
out the week. 


Fla-urM from th« P»y Rolla. 


Messengers in the honse receive frorm 


$1,000 to 81,300 a year. Messengers of 
the senate receive 81,440 a year. The 
stationery clerk in the house gets SI,800 
a year; in the senate this clerk receives 
83,100. The chief engineer of the house 
wing gets 81,700 a year; in the. senate 
wing the engineer gets 82,160. An as- 
sistant engineer in the house gets 
81,200 a year; in the senate these as- 
sistants receive 81,4*0 a year. Firemen 
in the house get S900, and in the senate 
81,005. To go still higher, the clerk of 
the house receives only 84,500 a year, 
while the secretrry of the senate re- 
ceives S<!,086 a year. The sergeant-al- 
arms of the house has $4,000 a year, 
while the sergeant of the senate re- 
ceives 84,920.

For nearly a quarter o,' :t uentury it 


was assumed that a splendid mountain 
lyinjj near the sea,.where the one- hun- 
dred and forty-tirst meridian exits the 
southern const- of AhisUu. wus the 
hig-ltest 011 the continent of North 
America. The first civilized man to 
see this was Vitus !>ex'iu;.f. after whom 
the f^reat sea recently involved in iii- 
tei'iiutioiml controversy \v;is named. 


Hering first saw it ou July '-0, 17-11, 


and as St. IClias was the patron saint 
of that day the mountain received his 
name. Its summit is thirty or forty 
miles from the sea and at, its fool is the 
famous Malispuui glacier, the trrcatest 
of its Bpceics iu all the world. 


Mount St. Elias staruls nearly upon 


the 141st meridian of longitude westo: 
Greenwich, which meridian forms the 
boundary between the great Uritisl 
Alaskan peninsula and the llritish pos 
sessions. Iu tlie execution of a surve; 
for the determination of this boundar. 
line it became desiraolo, therefore, t 
determine the locution of this meridian 
at its southern extremity, and this in 
eluded an accurate determination o 
the geographical position of the'sum 
init of Mount St. Elias. According!} 
the United States coast and geodeti 
survey in 1S92 sent a party, under th 
direction of ,1. E. McGrath to the foo 
of the mountain for this work. An ox 
tensive series of observations was car- 
ried out, including numerous measure- 
ments of the angular elevation of the 
mountain as observed from various 
points. The distance of the summit 
from these points of observation was 
determined with an accuracy far ex- 
ceeding^atiy previrp^work nnd the al- 
titude of the suraH&l was Determined 
with a precision that leaves nothinjr to 
be desired.

A Man Who Haa » Sup. 


One of the best positions ol an ap- 


pointive nature in the house of repre- 
sentatives'is that of- tally olerk. The 
salary is $8,000 per annum and the 
work is as near nothing as it can be 
and yet retain the semblance of. suffi- 
cient labor to excuse the existence of 
the office. 


It is the duty of the tally clerk 


whenever there is a yea or nay vote 
taken upon any proposition to be pres- 
ent and make accurate and completo 
record of the vote of every member of 
the house who is present and voting. 
When the house engages in a siege of 
filibustering or in a sxiccession of all- 
night meetings the 
tally cleric is 


obliged to go without sleep and really 
perform exhausting duties, but this oc- 
curs so seldom that the office is prac- 
tically a sinecure. 
' 


For example, from the adjournment 


of the house on M»roh 4, 1393, to the 
commencement of the extra session 
in August, a period of five months, the 
tally clerk had nothing to do but draw 
his salary of S''40 per month with great 
regularity. During the three months 
of the extra session he was obliged to 
be on duty altogether but thirty hours. 
For this work he received the sum of 
81,020. During the present session of 
congress he lias been on duty more 
than usual on account of the frequent 
roll calls in the house on the tariff 
bill. A high salary is paid because a 
first-class man who is absolutely reli- 
able and accurate cannot be obtained 
for less money. The present incumbent 
of the position is as well educated, as 
intelligent and as competent a man to 
represent a district in congress as any 
one of the average members upon the 
floor of the house.

tained from five or six independent 
stations was 18,010 feet, and no single 
result differs from this by more than 
ten feet. 
A variation in height in dif- 


ferent seasons fully as great as this 
might occur through the varying depth 
of the snow which rests perpetually 
upon the greater part of the mountain. 
The announcement of this definite 
value for the height of Mount St. Elias 
made it necessary to revise conclusions 
which had long been accepted as to its 
position among the great mountains of 
North America. 
It happened that just 


at that time-—1891-'02—a new deter- 
mination of tlie altitude of a famous 
mountain in Mexico was undertaken 
by Dr. J. T. Scovell, and was so suc- 
cessfully carried out that the height of 
this mountain. Orizaba, became known 
with a degree of accuracy exceeding 
any previous determination. 
Dr. Sco- 


vell's measurement gave for the height 
of Orizaba 18,300 feet, thus putting it 
nearly 300 feet above Mount St. Elias. 


Only for a brief year or two, how- 


ever, was Orizaba destined thus to out- 
rank its fellows of the far north, for 
in one of the companions of St. Elias 
a mountain has been discovered which, 
in altitude, so far exceeds either of the 
two recent disputants as to leave little 
probability that the gldry of the first 
place will ever again go to the south. 


The story is briefly this, says the 


Chicago News: 
While Mr. McGrath's 


•party was at Yakutat bay and else' 
where in the neighborhood of Mount 
St. Elias, in addition to taking liori- 
zon'al and verdical angles on that 
peak, all other prominent peaks in 
that vicinity were observed upon, thus 
accumulating material for the calcula- 
tion of their heights'and distances. 
Among these, was a group of three 
summits, possibly belonging to th« 
same mountain, which had been seen 
by most explorers in that quarter, and 
the great height of which had especi- 
ally attracted the attention of Russell. 
Concerning it he e',aid: 
"The clouds 


parting toward the northeast revealed 
several giant peaks not before seen, 
some of which seem to rival in heifht 
St. Elias itself. 
One stranger, rising 


in three white domes far above the 
clouds, was especially magnificent." 


In honor of the founder of the geo- 


logical 
survey of 
Canada Russell 


named this Mount Logan. For some 
months Mr. McGratli has been en- 
gaged in the reduction of all observa- 
tions made by his party in the St. 
Elias region. On computing the dis- 
tance and height of Mount Logan his 
astonishment was great to find that the 
altitude of the mountai:is was 10,500 
feet. At first he was inclined to at- 
tribute the result to erroneous compu- 
tation, but a careful revision disproved 
this theory. Fortunately there were 
two 
entirely independent stations 


from which this mountain had been 
observed, the distances and vertical 
angles being quite different. The re- 
sulting heights from these two widely 
separated stations differ by less than 
twenty feet, being 10,407 feet and 10,- 
514 feet respectively. An observation 
was also made on another of the three 
peaks somewhat lower than the first. 
giving for its height 10,255 feet. 
It 


thus appears that there can i>e little 
doubt that Mount Logan is 1,500 feat 
higher than Mount St. Elias. The fact 
that it is about twelve miles nearer the 
points from which thuy are usually ob- 
served has enabled the latter to main- 
tain a superiority, which was only ap- 
parent for 
HO many years. 
Mount 


Logan is about 1,200 feet higher than 
Orizaba, and, whatever discoveries 
may be made in the future, it seems 
likely that the credit of possessing the 
highest peak on the continent must 
henceforth remain with the far north.
